Moreover, P:#s the ſecond.,zz Bulla re- 
tra, witneſſeth, That honour # etven to 
the Council of Baſil, by men almoſt of all 
Nations, (0 that YVigortus truly related in 
the cited place, That it was pronounced by 
the beſt. Lawyers, whom hee quotes, az 
arrogant and ſacrilegious thinz, to demur 
at the things approved by the Council of 
(D) Conſtance, or the Conciliary authority 
zt ſelf. 

See the Speech of St. Robert of Lin- 
coln, in Weſiminſfter, Matth, Paris 1253s 
Polychronicon , Fabian, and Harpsfield, 
who thinks it wonld bc the greateſt ſort of 
pertinacy in the holy Pontifies, to compel 
men,by cenſures and excommunications, to 
embrace thiſe things which are bad, ana 
which fight againſt faith and good manners. 
But the Bull ;z Coeza forbidding appeals 
to General Councils, under pain of 'ex- 
communication , doth in effe& forbid 
them 
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them to be above the Pope; for, as the 
Lawyers teach, 1t were open —_— and 
againſt the Law of Natare, to prohibit an 
appeal anto him, who 1s acknowledged to be 
Superiour, Hee theretore that will ſeem 
holily to take away Appeals to Councils by 
cenſures, potentially takes away thetr Supre- 
racy, and higheſt power over the Popes, 
Thele are the words of Weſtminſter, re- 
lating to the year 1254. under Hepry 
the third, Hee grievouſly reproves as 
well the Friars Preachers, as the Mi- 
nours, {aying, T hat therefore therr order 
i conftitmted in voluztary poverty, that 
they might more frcely rebuke ercat ones 
for their errour; Pur in that they do not 
reprehend the {1ns of great perlons, hee 
ſaid, They were manifeſt Hereticks, and 
added, Hereſie is an opinion cheſen by hu- 
mane ſenſe, contrary to Hely Scripture , 
openly taught, o'ſtuatcly defended, Bur 
co give Cure of {ouls to a little childe, is 
the opinion of acertain Prelate choſen by 
hamane ſzaſe, tor carnal reaſon, or 
throngh raſhnc(s; and it is cotrary to Ho- 
ly Scripture, which prohibirs Paſtours to
